A bloody efvil war settled the question 


- of states’ rights. and for a quarter of a 


century the waving of the ‘bloody shirt’ 
On the one side and the ‘nigger in the 
wood pile’ on the other constituted the 
dividing lines. I say that every man, on 
& purely sectional question, like white 
supremacy, is a traitor and a renegade 
who does not stand: by his own section 
and his own people. I say that ar-- man, 
on domestic problems, problems of inter- 
nal .cOncern, Should, as far as possible, 
bow to the behests of his party. If he 
cannot agree with his party. on questions 
of this kind, he should, if possible, find 
a party wit hich he is in accord. I 
assert. fello tizens, tMfat it is almost 
a crime for any party to make great, 
broad, non-political American measures, 
involving the political and commercial 
development of the nation, the test of 
party fealty. Issues essential to the 
maintenance of the honor and prestige 
of the nation are too vital to be relegated 
to the plane of partisan and sectional 
ecntention. Out of changed industrial 
and economic conditions have grown great 
national questions pertaining to the ma- 
terial interest of the country, which must 
be considered and settled by that silent 
force, the reserved patriotism of the peo- 

te. 
‘Fellow citizens, there is no ercgter 
menace to the stability of our govern- 
ment than a large minority in the Ameri- 
can congress voting upon broad, vital, 
noti-partisan American questions from 
purely sectional considerations. I am a 
democrat, honestly desirous of remaining 
$0, and witnessing the triumph of the 
party to which I am attached by associa- 
tion and heredity. It was never contem- 
plated by the founders of that party 
that it sHéuld become a purely sectional 


affair, yet today there is no democratic‘ 


party capable of making itself felt out- 


side of the south. In the north and west 
it is rmeat with socialism, and has

Gould would agree to abandon the exten- 
sion of the Wheeling and Lake Erie and 
Wabash into Pittsburg, which the Penn- 
sylvania desires to see headed off. 

From sources close to Mr. Gould it is 
learned that the Pittsburg extension will 
be rushed through. Mr. Gould has men 
figuring on an: independent route from 
Pittsburg to Baltimore, just as Mr. Car- 
negis planned, and some think that the 
persons nibbling at the Western Mary- 
land railroad represent Mr. Gouid, This

Bolivar brothers fell from a boat into 
the river, one being drowned. 

A narrow escape from death by the 
flood occurred near Greeneville, where 
Mrs. James Johnston and two ‘other wo- 
men were rescued from the second story 
of their dwelling as the flood was rapidly 
overwhelming the house. 

The Holston river is rapidly rising. At 
Morristown, twelve houses floated past 
today.and one corpse went past on drift- 
wood. One hundred feet of railroad ties 
bound. together passed this point also. 
These are supposed to have been floated 
into the Holston from the Watauga and 
to have come from Elizabethton. 

The French Broad has reached within 
four of its famous flood of 1867, and is 
rising at two inches an hour. 

At Knoxville the Tennessee river is 
nearing the thirty-foot mark with indi- 
cations that it will reach thirty-six feet 
tomorrow, The warning has been heeded 
and house are being vacated along the 
river brink. 


How Elizabethton Was Destroyed. 

Elizabethton, where the chief damage 
was done, is in upper east Tennessee. On 
Tuesday it was a flourishing little city of 
2,500 inhabitants, but today it presents a 
horrible spectacite. After an incessant 
rain of forty-eight hours the Watauga 
and Doe rivers were swollen. beyond their 
banks and late Tuesday afternoon the 
dam on the upper horder of the city 
along Doe river burst and great torrents 
of water dashed through the eastern and 
most thickly settled portion of the city, 
carrying destruction and desolation in its 
path, 

Scores of people are without homes and 
raiment and utterly destitute. Almost the 
entire portion of the city lying between 
Main street and Lynn mountain is to- 
tally devastated, and nothing remains but 
banks of sand, rock and debris. A few of 
the most elevated and substantial struc- 
tures are yet to be seen. Many persons 
are believed to have lost their lives, as 
several dead bodies were seen floating in 
the tide’ An unknown woman was geen 
clinging. to-a telephone pole, shouting and 
signaling for assistance. Men tried to res- 
cue her, but in vain, and she went down 
in.the waves. Green Souchong, a colored 
man, perished. His body was extricated. 
from a huge drift this morning, 

The island portion of the city was a 
Solid sheet of water one mile wide at the 
crossing of Broad and Main streets, The 
town is divided into three separate por- 
tions, each being shut off from the other 

‘The manufacturing interests suffered 
severely. The Whiting Lumber Co, and 
the Tennessee Line and Twine Co. were 
the greatest losers. 

Farms Are Devastated.

Charleston, 8. C., May 22.—(Special.j—

in Charleston local dealers have been

} facing a famine. It had been reported 
yesterday that the dispensaries will be al- 
lowed to reopen and the dealers had hope 
of meeting the situation, but the ma- 
jority of them did not wait for this pro- 
ceeding and have placed heavy orders 
outside.

The 10-cent bot- 
tles cannot be easily obtained, afid only 
export beer has been ordered out by the 
tigers since the beer depots closed.

He out- 
lined no definite plan, but the drift of 
his argument was toward a combination 
of what is best in the plans of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and North , Carolina, 
Without declaring himself in favor of 
_ the “grandfather” clause as a pro- 
tection to ignorant whites, his 
statement of the law. and the decisions 
of the courts clearly pointed to hig own 
belief in its constitutioraiity. + 
_ The pledge in the democratic platform 
that no white man shall be disfranchised 
has been one of the~ knotty questions 
confronting the delegates. Mr. Knox 
contended that it only applies to voters 
now of age and enjoying the right, and 
does not affect those who come on here- 
after, so that the time may be set after 
which all restrictions can apply to both 
races alike, and an incident in the ad- 
dress was the hearty applause. which 
greeted the speaker's compliments to 
Mr. McKinley, as a man who had proven 
ga the president of the whole cvun- 

The contention over the manner of se- 
lecting seats took a political turn. The 
convention had decided to select seats by 
having the names drawn from a hat, the 
first drawn having first choice, and so on. 
This was about to be reconsidered on 
the argument of Mr, Long, of Walker, 
that under this plan the populists and 
Tepublicans stood as good a chance to 
get the best seats as the democrats. 

Frank 8. White, of Jefferson, and 
Governor Oates threw themselves in the 
breach and saved the day for the draw- 
ing of jots. Mr. White made the speech 
of the day in his contention that the con- 
vention was not a -partisan body and 
‘could not afford to be. 

“This is a convention in which mem- 

_. ‘bers of ali parties have equal rights and 
it. desires to make a constitution which 
will get the votes of all.the people with- 
out regard to party,’” he said, and he 
Swept the convention along with him. 
The drawing of lots for seats won by a 
vote of 89 to 51. The drawing of lots will 
take place tomorrow as the first busi- 
ness when the convention meets at ll 
o'clock.

DEATH OF COLONEL MUSTIN. 


Was One of the Most Prominent Men 
of Madison. 

Madison, Ga., May 99 —(Special.)—The 
people of Madison were shocked beyond 
expression this morning. at the announce- 
ment of the death of Colonel William. R. 
Mustin. Colonel Mustin was one of the 
foremost lawyers at this bar, and one of 
the most prominent in the state. He had 
represented this county in the legislature, 
had been twice mayor of Madison and at 
the time of his death was serving as an 
alderman. He was a man of sterling in- 
tegrity, great industry, active in his re- 
ligious life, for many years 4 deacon in 
the Presbyterian church, with almost the 
whole burden of the church resting on 
his willing shoulders. His life was pure 
and consecrated, and no man in this sec- 
‘tion of the state was more universally 


esteemed. So 

$ie- had ‘been Buffering from some slight 
derangement, of the stomach, but this 
was not severe enough to keep him from 
his office. This morning he was in,his 
father’s store, afd expressed himself as 
feeling much. better. At @ o’clock he en- 
tered upon the trial of a case in Justice 
Barton’s court. While arguing a demur- 
rer, he suddenly complained of feeling ill 
and was-_permitted to continue his argu- 
ment seated. He attempted to do so, but 
Was unable to articulate. Dr. Ashford 
was summoned and Colonel Mustin was 
taken to his office, which is in the court- 
house. Shortly afterward he appeared 
worse and at Dr. Ashford’s request Dr. 
Trotter was also summoned, and at about 
11:30 o’clock he was conveyed to his home. 
Here, in spite of every effort, he died 
just after 12 o’clock noon. His physicians 
state that the cause of his death was the 
sudden rupture of a blood vessel on the 
brain. 

Colonel Mustin was the son of Mr. 
Milton A. Mustin, a prominent merchant 
of this city. He was born August 24, 1857, 
and was, therefore, hearly forty-four 
years old. Besides his sorrowing and 
aged parents and his sisters, Miss Sarah 
Mustin, of Madison; Mrs. T. P. Alston, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., and. Mrs. C. D. Carr, 
of Augusta, he leaves a little daughter, 
Dorothy, six years old. His beautiful 
wife, who was Miss Junie Wright, died 
almost as suddenly in Atlanta last Octo- 
ber. 

The death of Colonel Mustin is a se- 
rious, irreparable loss to this community. 
The whole energy of his life was given 
to the upbuilding of his native city, 
which he loved with all the ardor of an 
enthusiastic and unselfish soul. Our 
people mourn him as they mourn only for 
Ohne beloved.

Mississippi supreme court has disposed 
of its docket and adjourned until the reg- 
ular term in October. 
. The most important case disposed of 
prior to adfournment was the appeal in 
the suit brought by the attorney general 
against twenty-two cotton oil mills of 
the state charging a violation of the Cox 
anti-trust law. In the circuit court of 
Hinds county Judge Powell had ruled 
on a demurrer that the attorney general 
erred in filing all declarations in the 
Hinds county circuit court and that the 
declaration against each mill should 
have been made in the county of its dom!- 
cile. The supreme court dissents from 
this view of the law and reverses and 
remands the case, thus giving the attor- 
ney general a clear cut victory. Were it 
‘necessary for the attorney general to go 
into each county with a declaration in an 
anti-trust fight, the law would be entirely 
defeated, as it would be practically im- 
possible for him to do so on account of 
the pressure of other official duties. 

The Kiersky-Kelly contested election 
case, from the circuit court of Warren 
county, was reversed and remanded.

How can I better serve the 
farmers of this state? They wil share’ 
in the benefits of this trade. Here is the 
United States midway between Europe 
and Asia. Almecst an island when the 
canal is cut—with the gulf of Mexico on 
the south end the great lakes on the. 
north: the Atlantic on one side and tne 
Pacific on the other, and with the peo- 
ple of two continents: bidding for vur 
products, the possibihties dazzle the imag- 
ination.

We have become a [actfia power with 
5,000 miles of coast on that ocean; with 
the Hawalian islands and Aleutian 
islands’ as resting places, and the Philip- 
pines as a key to the ‘open door,’ we are 
the only nation strong enough to compel 
Russie, with her trans-Siberian railroad, 
to respect the integrity of the Chinese em- 


pire. 
The Ship Subsidy. 

Senator McLaurin defended his vote 
for the army biil end his position on the 
ship subsidy question, discussing this lat- 
ter at length. He criticised southern 
members who differed from him on this 
measure and yet voted for other meas- 
ures which he claimed carried the same 
principle. In the course of his argument 
he said: 

“Why, fellow citizens, they voted for a 
postoffice appropriation bill at the last 
session with a subsidy of $35,000,000 for 
carrying the mails. It is really a subsidy 
to the magazines and newspapers of the 
country, for the receipts are that much 
less than the expenditures for that class 
of mail. A subsidy of $9,000,000 per year 
id-much more defensible, in my judgment, 
in the development of our foreign trade. 
We spend millions of dollars building 
naval vessels, useful only in times of 
war, why not build vessels useful both in 
war and peace? 
the subsidy is a part of the navy in time 
of war. The question is not as to the 
principle of the subsidy bill, that is a 
part of our established policy, both state 
and national, but it is whether this par- 
ticular subsidy is for the general wel- 
fare. Is it expedient? Is it wise? I 
shall devote a few moments to this aspect 
of the case. There was a time when, by 
government aid and encouragement, we 
had a merchant marine, and carried 90 
per cent of our products abroad. Last 
year only 9 per cent was carried in 
American bottoms. Why is this? 

“There is no gection so vitally interest- 
ed in ships as the south. Why, Charles- 
ton, Mobile and-New Orleans should rival 
New York, so far’as harbors are concern- 
ed. We have already felt the possibili- 
ties of our future, but we must have 
cheap freight, rapid transportation, and 
the prestige of the American flag over 
our own ‘ships. Our southern ports are 
discriminated against by the same great 
railroad lines that are fighting the oppor- 
tunity for an Américan merchant marine. 
We must have southern commerce, not a 
southern trade. That Bame influence has 
prevented the construction of the Nica- 
raguan canal, and I predict that there 
will be no canal, until its friends and the 
advocates of a merchant marine join 
forces and work in harmony. The two 
are inseparabje. They. will either fail to- 
gether or succeed together. When that 
time comes, freights will move north and 
south, instead of east and west. Our 
ports will be the gateways and the south 
will develop with unequalled rapidity. 
Cannot any man of sense see that the 
money power, headed by C. P. Hunting- 
ton and Hill, with great railway systems 
running east and west, do not want 
freights deflected south? With this 
change the Seaboard, Coast Line and 
Southern would rival in greatness the 
three trans-continental lines. The pro- 
ducer of raw material will prosper just 
in proportion to the demand for his pro- 
duct. All that our southern people have 
to do now is to be wise and conservative, 
and favor the great public measures look- 
ing to the promotion of the material and 
industrial interests of the country and 
the honor and glory of the nation.” 


Miserable Slaves? 


Senator McLaurin urged his hearers to 
do their own thinking on public ques- 
tions, and he said: ’ 

“With the great race problem, which 
has for so many years confronted us, 
happily settled, as I said at Charlotte, 
‘why should we be miserable slaves of 
one party, and a football for the other?’ 
Let it be understood thdt the industrial 
and commercial interest of the south 
come before the interest of any politician. 


ry, prejudice or the arts of the wily 
politician should be permitted to swerve 
us from a course which leads to the at- 
tainment of these objects, which bring 
in their train blessings to every farm and 
fireside, to every hearth and home, in our 
grand old commonwealth. 

‘Why should the achievement of some 
narrow political ambition stop the young 
men of the south from the opportunity of 
winning the same success which is open 
to the young men of the north? Some 
twelve years ago a boy of German pa- 
rentage, just out of a little school near 
Pittsburg, went to work in an iron mill. 
Quick, active, willing, obliging, he was 
soon promoted to a pesition in the 
draughting office. A short time after- 
wards he was promoted as assistant fore- 
man, then as foreman, then as superin- 
tendent, then as manager, then as presi- 
dent, and today he stands as president of 
the largest corporation that the world 
has ever known, and by common report 
draws a salary of $1,000,000 per year. This 
is an extreme case, but merely an exam- 
ple of thousands and tens of thousands 
of similar cases in the north. I cannot 
believe that there are higher intelligence, - 
greater capacity or truer worth to be 
found anywhere thant among the youth 
of our state. The difference arises alone 
from conditions and environment.”

FAC STRIKE 


Are Ordered Qut, 
BARR REFUSED DEMANDS 


Would Recognize No Members of 
Committee Save Those Employed 
on Seaboard — Organizer 
Needry Immediately 
Sent Strike Order. 


Norfolk. Va., May 22.—Conferences be- 
tween the Seaboard Air Line railway of 
this city and the committees representing 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists have been fruitless. The last of 
these was held today at the office of 
Vice President and General Manager 
Barr. Thev declined to recognize any 
members of the committee except. such 
as were employees of the road. He re- 
fused each and every demand of the 
workin~men. 

After teaving Mr. Barr's office, S. D. 
Needry, organizer of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who has been managing 
the local strike situation, telegraphed to 
all points on the Seaboard Air Line where 
machinists are emploved ordering the men 
to strike. 

Mr. Needry said the strike order would 
not have been delayed as long as it has 
but that the committee had been led fo 
believe from representations made by 
Superintendent of Motive Power McGee 
that the conference todav would result 
in the demands being granted. The ma- 
chinists’ unions are well organized at all 
the company’s principal shons, ‘which 
are at Portsmouth, Raleigh, Abbeville, 
Americus, Savannah and Fernandina. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 22.—(Spectal.)—The 
local Seaboard Air Line machinists met 
here tonight. They had been waiting for 
news from Mr. Barr’s conference at 
Portsmouth and tonight received orders 
to strike, by which they understand the 
conference failed.. They will, therefore, 
strike tomorrow.

Dr. Winn, of Virginia, Tries To Ef-' 
fect Settlement—Final Vote Is 
Probable Today — Subject 
of Foreign Missions 
Discussed. 


{ Little Rock, Ark., May 22.—A final vote 
‘was not reached today in the Southern 
JPresbyterlan general assembly on the 
question of consenting to consolidation 
of the Southern and Northern Presbyte- 
Tlan Theological seminaries in Ken- 
tucky. 

Nearly the entire day. was devoted to 
discussing the matter, and late this af- 
tefnoon Dr. Winn, of Petersbyrg, Va., 
sought to effect a solution. He offered a. 
Tesolution reciting that while the general 
assembly may not wholly approve the 
wisdom of consolidating the two semina- 
ries, yet in view of the practical una- 
nmimity of the Kentucky and Missouri 
synods on the subject and because of, the 
safeguards thrown about the compact, 
the assembly would interpose no bar to 
the consolidation. A motion to table the 
resolution was lost on a rising vote and 
‘further action was then deferred until to- 


morrow morning. 

In the discussion today the consolida- 
tion champions combatted the idea that 
the assent of the general assembly in 
the premises meant a tendency toward 
organic union between the northern and 
southern churches. 

Foreign Missions. 

At this morning’s session*the subject 
of foreign missions was discussed at 
length and every resolution of the assem- 
Diy committee was adopted, the princi- 
pal recommendations being: 

1. That the executive committee be di- 
Tected to send the secretary to Brazil for 
the purpose of examining the condition 
of our work and of bringing about some 
settlement of the Compinas property. 

2. That we cordially approve the, or- 
ganization of the synod of Mexico, and 
in reply to the earnest request of our 
missionary there, now appoint as dele- 
gate to said body Rev. J. H. McNeilly, 
D. D., of Nashville, and direct the exec- 
utive committee to send him. 

% The executive committee {gs author- 
ized to secure such help as may be nec- 
essary in the furtherance of the work: 
that they be urged to use all proper 
means to arouse the aeeper interest of 
the church in this great work, and that 
they make special efforts to keep before 
the youth, particularly in the colleges 
and seminaries, the claims of the Lord 
wpon their services in forefgn lands. 

4, That we approve the suggestion of 
the executive committee “that the main- 
tenance of the Congo boat be laid as a 
special object of work upon our Sabbath 

, Schools. 
Committee Named. 


The report recommends that the ,sais- 
ing of the secretary’s salary be left en- 
tirely with the executive committee and 
that the committee for the coming year 
be composed as follows:

Leading Question Before Worthern 
Presbyterian General Assembly. 


CRITICS OF MISSIONS SCORED 


Secretary Speer Denounces | 


nant and Venomous Criticism. 
To Raise a Martyr Fund. 


Philadelphia, May 22.—That creed revi- 
sion is the leading issue of the Presby- 
terian general assembly was strongly evi- 
denced during today’s sessions, when 
almost every speaker took occasion to 
mention the subject during the course of 
his address. Shortly before adjournment 
Rev. Richard Holmes, of Pittsburg, star- 
tled the commissioners by launching into 
a discussion of the question, but when 
he stopped long enough to announce that 
he was simply leading up to a point in 
connection with his appeal for assistance 
in removing the mortgage from the New 
York Presbyterian building no objection 
was offered. A motion was made to hold 
the meetings of the assembly during the 
debate on revision at the Acaéemy of. 
Music, but was not acted upun, as the 
order of the day took precedence, 

In a stirring address, Robert E. Speer, 
of New York, secretary of the board of 
foreign missions, defended the missiona- 
ries against the ‘“‘malignant and venom- 
ous criticism’’ which he said they had 
suffered since the boxer uprising in China. 

Dr. W. H. Roberts, stated clerk, report- 
ed the vote of the various presbyteries 
on the overtures referred to them by the 
assembly ot 1900. By a vote of 198 to ll, 
congregations were given permission to 
retire their pastors as pastors emeritus 
when they are prevented by age from 
performing their duties. By. a vote of 
187 to 16, the presbyterles decided that 
candidates for the ministry shall not be 
licensed to preach until one year after 
graduation. 

Rev. Mr. James D. Moffatt, president 
of Washington and Jefferson college, pre- 
sented the report of the committee on 
foreign missions, which recommended: 

“That the effort inaugurated to secure 


& martyr’s memorial fund, the annual 


| interest of which shall be employed in 


supporting the successors of the noble 
men and women who tatd down their 
lives in Pao Ting Fu,.be most earnestly 
commended to the various organizations 
and to individuals contrfbuting to our 
foreign missions; that we rejoice to learn 
that the civil authorities, gh gay ape 
the president of the United States, have 
made earnest effort to secure in recon- 
structed China that kind of religious lib- 
erty which rejoices, in our own land; 
that we urge the rafsing of not less than 
$1,000,000 for the ordinary work of the 
board.”’ 

Robert BE. Speer, of New ‘York, secre- 
tary of the board of foreign missions, 
in addressing the assembly on the com- 
mittee’s report, denounced the critics who 
placed the ‘blame for the boxer uprising 
on the shoulders of the missionaries. In 
this connection, he said: 

“IT have the written statement from 
the brother in law ot Minister Wu that 
had the missionaries been let alone no 
trouble would have broken out in the 
Chinese empire. He defends the mission- 
aries as China’s only friends. 

“I challenge the world to find in any 
newspaper charges, true or false, against 
the misstonaries of our church. They 
have borne themselves through all these 
troubles without reproach.” 

Rev. J. Albert Miller, of Pao Ting Fu, 
Rev. James Whiting,, of Pekin, and How- 
ard Campbell, of Laos, also spoke in be- 
half of foreign missions.

WILL SOON RE-ENTER CHINA 


Long Report in Regard to Seminary 
at Lebanon—Assembly Con-- 
trol Asserted. 


West Point, Miss., May 22.—The Cum- 
berland Presbyterian assembly spent the 
morning on the report of the committee 
on missions. Foreign mission work, de- 
nominational mission work and work 
among the destitute at home were dis- 
cussed. 

It is believed that within a year or two 
separate boards will be appointed to take 
charge of these respective branches of 
work. At present there is but one mis- 
sion board, that located in St. Louis. 
The election of Rev. J. P. Miller as home 
secretary was approved and the early 
employment of a foreign secretary di- 
rectéd. 

The church’s fraternal relations with 
the Presbyterian alliance are left undis- 
turbed. Further work is to be under- 
taken for the destitute mountaineers in 
the United States and mission work for 
the colored people. 

Missionaries are to re-enter China in a 
few weeks. Reinforcements are to be ad- 
ded to the already considerable number 
of Cumberland Presbyterian missionari- 
les to Japan and Mexico. Indianapotis 
is likely to become the third city in which 
the Christian Endeavorers shall build a 
home mission church. Special home mis- 
sion Cumberland Presbyterian literature 
in the German janguiage is to be printed. 

The committee on theological seminar- 
ies made a long report. The history of 
legislation on the subject of seminaries 
since 1830 is recited, the confessed pur- 
pose of the committee being to prove 
that the seminary at Lebanon, Tenn., is 
the property of the assembly and under 
assembly control. The report recom- 
mends enlarged salaries for the members 
of the theological faculty and increased 
endowment of the institution and pro- 
vides for the election by the assembly of 
a committee of seven to confer with the 
board of trustees at Lebanon to discover 
and adjust all matters in interest. 
Meanwhile no- new board is to be ap- 
pointed and the desire or purpose to re- 
move the seminary is disclaimed. 


PROFESSOR SCOTT’S ADDRESS. 


Georgia State Entomologist to Far- 
mers of Tennessee. 
Knoxville, Tenn., May 22.—(Special.)— 
Tonight Professor W. M. Scott, of At- 
lanta, state entomologist of Georgia, de- 
livered an address before the Eaét ‘Ten- 
nessee Farmers’ convention upon “Insect 
Enemies.” It was of great value to the 
farmers in showing the insect pests of 
trees and plants and the methods neces- 

sary for their extermination.

These cadets are suspended without 
pay until April 1, 1902. 

The order of dismissal is signed by 
Secretary. Root, and states that it is 
issued “by direction of the president up- 
on recommendation ‘of the superintendent 
of the military academy.’”’ The same 
language is used regarding the suspen- 
sions. There was no courtmartial of 
these cadets, but under the law the sec- 
retary has the power to dismiss or sus- 
pend cadets upon recommendation of the 
superintendent. A board of officers in 
this particular case was appointed, which 
made a thorough examination of the dis- 
turbance. The board reported the facts 
to. the superintendent and the sup®rin- 
tendent made his report and recommenh- 
dations to the secretary of war, and upon 
this report the secretary acted. 

Mills Tells of Mutiny. 
_ The following is the report of Colonel 
A. L.' Mills, superintendent of the West 
Point Military academy, upon which 
was based the action of the secretary of 
war dismissing the five cadets and sus- 
pending six others for a year..Colonel 


Mills says: 3 

“I have the hohor to report that at 
dusk on the verne of April 16, 1901, im- 
mediately after the dismissal of the 


battalion of cadets on its return from 
supper, a large number of cadets be-' 


came en ed in an insubordinate demon- 
stration rected at the su ntendent 
of the military academy. he demon- 
stration took place in the main sally port 
of cadet barracks; then in the area of the 
barracks; in the sink; on the plain north 
of barracks, and, finally, in front of 
the superintendent’s quarters. It con- 
sisted of cheers, ending with the names 
of two recently punished cadets? several 
profane yells directed at the superinten- 
dent, and the moving of the reveille fun 
from its accustom place to a position 
on the plain immediately in front of.the 
superintendent's quarters, at the door of 
which the muzzle was nted. 

“The pretext for this, demonstration 
was a punishment awarded Cadet Robert 
R. Ralston, second class, in orders pub- 
lished at parade that evening. The ac- 
tual cause, as established by ¢he testi- 
mony of cadéts under oath, taken by a 
board of officers convened the following 
morning, and which has’ made a long 
and exhaustive investigation into the 

air, was the resentment of a group of 
insubordinate cadets of the second class 
at measures taken by the superintendent 
to enforce the law forbidding hazing. 

‘When the civilian candidates reported 
at the military academy for the March 
entrance examinations, it became evi- 
dent that members. of the fourth class 
were disposed to improperly. interfere 
with them.- On March Ist, Cadet J. B. 
Richardson was detected molesting one 
and was punished. On March 27, 1901 
Cadet Liuetenant Myron '8. Crissy, sec- 
ond class, was punished for ‘bracing’ 
fourth classmen in the manner condemned 
in the report of ‘the congressional investi- 
gating committee in session here last 
winter. On April 16, 1901, Cadet Robert 
R. Ralston, second class, was punished 
for a flagrant neglect of duty. 

Cadets Held Secret Meetings. 

“The evidence taken before the board 
shows that the group of cadets referred 
to, resenting the first and second of 
the above punishments, began to engage 
in’ secret meetings in which the superin- 
tendant’s actions were criticised and co- 
demned, and ugly terms were applied to 
him before other cadets. The evidence 
shows that’°the demonstration was first 
proposed in ranks at parade, immediately 
after the order punishing Cadet Ralston 
was published, by three cadets promi- 
nent in the rroup, and the arrangements 
for it were completed by them in mess 
hall at supper. 

“T have read carefully all (he evidence 
taken by the board of investigating offi- 
cers. It supports the findings, and both 
show that considerable has yet to be ac- 
complished to implant in cadets the es- 
sentials of good discipline when matters 
concerning the proper treatment of new 
cadets are concerned, This has been 
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a task which has engrossed my attention 
for many months, and in endeavoring to 
red end and secure from 


aoe ~ sepa 
eaders in - 
rated from the a emy for good. To 
permit them to remain under any promise 
of reformation would, in my juX\yment, 
be a mistake and wa involve very seri- 
ous consegunces. he academy cannot 
afford to have any repetition of hazing or 
other outbreaks. The present demonstra- 
tion plainly exhibits among its leaders a 
total lack of appreciation of their respon- 
sibilities and obligations, entirely inex- 
cusable among cadets finishing their third 
year at the military academy.” 


No Complaints About Mills. 


It was stated at the war department 
today that no complaints had been re- 


ceived regarding the superintendent of | 


the academy, but on the other hand 
occasion was taken to highly praise the 
administration of Colonel Mills. 

The contest at West Point was declared 
to be between two systems, one the de- 
termination of the cadets to practically 
run the academy and establish a code of 
morals and conduct of their own, espe- 
cially in regard to the fourth classmen. 
The other was the determination of the 
authorities to regulate the conduct of the 
academy in accordance with what was 
deemed the best military government. 

Cadets Leave for Home. 


West Point, N. ¥., May 22.—The cadets 
who were today dismissed from the mili- 
tary academy and those who were sus- 
pended have all departed for their re- 
spective homes. There was no demon- 
stration on the part of the other cadets 
and all is quiet here tonight. 

There is not likely to be an uprising 
among the comrades of those relegated to 
civil life as was anticipated from some 
sources. There is a distinction between 
dismissal and a discharge from the mill- 
tary academy. When a cadet is dismiss- 
ed it is final and he can only be reinstated 
by a special act of congress. He also 
forfeits his travel pay. In the case of a 
discharge a cadet may re-enter the acad- 
emy ‘y a reappointment with the ap- 
proval of the academy board.

“I presume,” replied the witness, ‘‘you 
are referring to the Gommunity of interest 
movement: The owners of railroads are 
forced to taxe steps to protect themselves 
against the demoralization and conse- 
quent depression of value of property 
brought ahout ky anti-pooling Jegislation. 
It is human nature that every man tries 
to gct ahead of his neighbor. As a conse- 
quence, when'one carrier makes a rate of 
transportaticn, the shipper goes to a com- 
peting road to cut under that rate.” 

‘“‘And the result?’’ 

“This has teen more dangerous to the 
weaker interests of the count than any 
possible advantage derived m anti- 
pooling legislation.” — 

““Vhat is the method of establishing 
this community of interest?’

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Senator McLaurin at Greenville. 

The speech of United States Sena- 
tor John L. Melaurin, delivered at 
Greenville yesterday, will attract at- 
tention because it has been heralded 
as the first ful] statement of the po- 
litical position of that. gentleman, who 
has been. credited with leadership of 
a movement to build up a white repub- 
lican party in South Carolina, and pre- 
sumably inthe other states. of the 


‘south. The telegraphic accounts of the 


meeting at which the speech was de- 
livered state that Senator McLaurin 
was given not merely a respectful, but 
what might be termed an interested 
hearing, and that Senator McLaurin’s 
friends believe he has strengthened his 
position by his declaration that he is) 
a democrat and expects to remain one. 

A large portion of his address fs nat- 

urally devoted to the criticisms of his 
political enemies in South Carolina. It 
is perhaps only natural that he should 
have indulged in personalities—person- 
alities which can have but little in- 
terest outside his state and which are 
scarcely worth this reference. The 
greater part of his speech is a defense 
of his course in congress in voting 
with the republicans, and his later acts 
in relation to state patronage which 
have been construed into an effort to 
build up the republican party. 
, Senator McLaurin is human and he 
is a politician; the temptation to pose 
as a martyr seems to be a little too 
much for him. He seems to think the 
time has just come when a southerner 
who differs from his fellows can speak 
out his convictions without being pil- 
loried as belonging to a “black” party. 
If that time has just come in South 
Carolina, we can only say that the Pal- 
metto State is a little belated in catch- 
ing up with the procession. Certainly 
in other states of the south there has 
been no time within the past fifteen 
years when a& man was thought 
the less of for annouicing his belief in 
any political principles appealing to his 
conscience, and if he has voted his con- 
victions there has been none of the 
social ostracism which was the neces- 
sary outcome of reconstruction condi- 
tions—certainly not in Georgia. 

There is no particular martyrdom, 
therefore, in 4 man declaring himself 
favorable to republican policiaz; there 
is no possible reason why, if he does 
beHeve in them, he should not ally 
himself with the republican party. 

Whether, however, a man who holds 
a high office given him by the demo- 
crats of his state should use the power 
this gives him to aid in upbuilding the 
republican party, is a question of ethics 
upon which. it seems to us, there can 
be little difference of opinion. 

Senator McLaurin disclaims such in- 
tention. He says “I am a democrat, 
honestly desiring to remain so,” and 
then proceeds to argue that, while a 
man must “bow to the behests of his 
party” on domestic problems, on broad 
national questions there should be 
no party differences. He holds it 
against the democratic party that its 
representation in the national councils 
is almost: solely from the south, argu- 
ing from this that the party must be 
purely séctional and wholly wrong. In 
this Senator McLaurin makes the same 
mistake made by those crying for the 
reorganization of the democratic party, 
that of arguing that democratic prin- 
ciples must be wrong because they 
have not been indorsed by a majority 
of the people. Or perhaps it would 
be better to put it this way—of entire- 
ly losing sight of principles and seeing 
only the offices. The fact that the suc- 
cess of the democratic party has been 
largely confined to the southern states 
does not at ail mean that democratic 
principles are merely sectional; the 
fact that the other party has the offices 
does not at all affect the loyalty to 
those principles of the people who hon- 
estly believe in them. 

Senator McLaurin’s Greenville speech 
differs somewhat from his other recent 
utterances in that there is here a more 
distinct declaration of desire to remain 
inside the democratic party; and yet 
the tone preyailing through it is that 
the democratic party is in the wrong 
on all present issués; that it should 
change front—should model its declara- 
tions upon the tariff, the money ques- 
tion, the question of colonial govern- 
ment, the question of subsidies to pro- 
mote private interests, and, indeed, 
upon all live questions, after the re- 
publican platforms. 

That there is no possibility of this is, 
of course, apparent to everybody. The 
differences between the two parties on 
most of these questions are vital. The 
only real interest in the present discus- 
sion, then, is over the status of the “men. 
like Senator McLaurin, who believe 
that the republican party is right on alt 
the essentials and the democratic par- 
ty wrong. Naturally with regard to 
such gentlemen these questions will be 
asked: 

1. If a man believes that on all vital 
issues the-republican party. is right,

These questions carry their own an- 
swers. As we have said, the time has 
long since passed when a man’s belief 
in republican principles or his support 
of republican candidates was held up 
against him in the south. Political 
discussion is welcomed, not tabooed. It 
ig wrong to charge or insinuate that the 


people of the south are hide-bound in} 


their prejudices; they are intelligent, 
patriotic, liberty loving, honestly de- 
siring the triumph of those principles 
which, enacted into legislation, shali 
be .best for the people of the entire 
country, not of any one section of it. 
Men may differ in part with their.party, , 
and yet, acquiescing in the decision of 
the majority against them, support the 
party candidates and remain within the 
party organization; put what possibile 
reason can there be for men who be- 
lieve the democratic party entirely 
wrong on all present issues calling 
themselves democrats? They are not 
democrats in principle; why should 
they pose as such? 

Senator McLaurin deciares that “‘Do- 
litical parties under our form of gov-- 
ernment are a necessity.” What kind 
of party organization can be main- 
tained when men elected to office as 


democrats go about announcing that 


the party which has honored them is 
wrong in all thihgs, and that the repub- 
lican party is right in all things? We 
prefer to believe that he is honest in 
his convictions rather than to think 
him influenced by any other motives, 
as has been suggested by some of his 
critics; but it is difficult to see how 
he, holding these convictions, can have 
his own consent to continue as a dem- 
ocratic office holder. 


Senator Morgan’s Programme, 


At a time when the cry is raised that 
because of temporary defeat the dem- 
ocratic party is in a bad way and must 
make itself over either by straddling 
on its expressions of principles or swal- 
lowing the republican platform—lock, 
stock and barrel—it is refreshing to 
have such optimistic words from that 
grand old democrat, Senator Morgan, , 
of Alabama. 

Senator Morgan’s views on the pres-. 
ent political situation, which were 
printed at length in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, are worth any man’s read- 
ing. There is no pessimistic moan- 
ing over the party being “skctional’”’ 
because its supporters in the northern 
states do not happen to be in the ma- 
jority, and no call for such reform as 
would involve the abandonment of 
time-honored principles. On-the eon- 
trary, Senator Morgan believes that 
through the application of these prin- 
ciples to present conditions the party 
will yet triumph, for the. very good 
reason that instead of being sectional, 
these principles are broad and compre- 
hensive enough to appeal to a majority 
of the people of all parts of the coun- 
try. They are right, Senator Morgan 
holds, and being right, they must in 
the end prevail. 

Senator Morgan summarizes his idea 
of the aggressive features of the demo- 
cratic creed in this way: 

A demand for the payment of the na- 
tional debt; for free markets, without 
payment of tariff taxes, between each 
and every port of the world that is in- 
cluded within the sovereign ownership 
and possession of the United States: 
for the old specie basis, as broad and 
solid as it can be made by all the treas- 
ures of gold and silver that we can con- 
trol, at the ratio of 16 to 1, or “some- 
thing equally as good;’’ for the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, with the free consent of 
those people; for the government of 
the Philippines through acts of congress, 
and offices created by law, with salaries 
fixed by law, and appointments to office, 
when made by the president, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, 
and not by legislators and judges whose 
official conduct shall be “in such manner 
as the president shall direct,’’ as the 
Spooner amendment requires; the col- 
lection of the income taxes, as required 
by the Dingley tariff law, which is in 
force, according to the official admission 
of the president, and by unrelenting 
opposition to all abuses of the powers of 
taxation, 

His analysis of the republican posi- 
tion is strong and forceful. He shows 
that the republican party is directed 
in all its actions by. the classes ‘which 
believe the function’ of government is 
to add to the wealth of those who are 
on top. Fhe democratic party is the 
party of the people, and by applying 
its principles to conditions. as they 
arise, will in the end be given control 
of the government so that these prin- 
ciples may be engrafted upon the laws 
of the land, ang that these laws shall, 
in turn, be enforced.

Until a few mcnths ago France concen- 
trated the attention of what may be call-— 
ed the Anglo-German propaganda of for- 
eigr. devilism, But-of late Russia has 
been the chief object of attack. with 4 
very recent disposition to turn upon the 
United States; notes The Néw York 
Werid.: The purposes of the propaganda 
are to keep alive the prejudices of the na- 
ticns, to foster misunderstandings, to 
breed hatreds end wars, to retard the 
recognition of the great facts of sense, 
reason and progress—the facts that all na- 
ticns are memters of the same famity; 
that an injury to one is in the long run 
an injury to all; that the greater the 
prosperity of each one the greater the 
prosperity of all. These beneficent objects 
are furthered by carrying on an industri- 
cus campaign of lies. If France is par- 
ticularly active politically, with her dema- 
gogues noisy after the fashion of. deméa- 
gogues in times of popular political ac- 
tivity, why, we hear that a revolution is 
impending and that the thrifty, sane, 
sober French people are a nation of luna-~- 
tics, liars and degenerates. If there ‘s 
trouble in Russia it is magnified into a 
revolution, and the czar, who is really 
driving freely about St. Petersburg in an 
is represented as having 
fled to a bomb-proof palace, where he 
hides, shivering and shaking. If the 
United States begin to pay off their great 
Gebt to European capitalists with the sur- 
plus of prosperity in the form of attrac- 
tive goods at reasonable prices, the bene- 
fit to both the United States and Europe 
is distorted into a oonspiracy by the 
United States to ruin the people of 
Evrore. And so on. The moral of this is: 
Don’t believe every word of every dis- 
patch that comes from English or Ger- 
man sources. 


The figures speak for themselves, says

The legislature and the exe 
ecutive are at sword’s -points, which: ex- 
plains somewhat the failwre, of the first 
session.’’ |

Mr. Reed, it is 
safe to say, is not looking for the presi- 
dency, though renunciation of ambition of 
that sort for a man’who was a presi- 
dential possibility fer many vears must 
ccst a pang.

Douglas, Seward and 
Blaine, This swift effacement of Thomas 
B. Reed, this sudden severance of the 
connection between him and the current 
of events while still he is in the height of 
his powers, is one of the tragedies of 
rolitics. 


The Connecticut legislatufe hag voted 
to submit to the people two constitutional 
amendments, one of which makas a plu- 
rality instead of a majority sufficient to 
elect and the other proposes a more equi- 
table arrangement of the state senatorial 
districts.

Towns with a few hundred population 
have as much political power as the 
largest cities in the state. This is unjust 
and should be rectified. The vorenosed 
emendment corrects this wrong so far 
as the state senate ts concerned, but noth- 
ing is propcsed concerning the house, 
where the injustice is the greater.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“I see,” remarked a gentleman at the 
Kimball -house yesterday, “that more 
than one newspaper is speaking of the 
Hor. Tom Johnson, mayor of Cleveland, 
for president or vice president, and there 
may be something n the talk after all. 
The way and manner that Johnson has 
spru into prominence has been one of 
the most remarkable things of the new 
century, and it only goes to show how the 


| people’ are getting inttrested in public 


things. «JOhnson made himself famous 
‘in a short while by taking a hand in 


i the street car business, and almost entire- 


ly to that position is his present fame 
due. People like to fee] that they are 
getting somethng at a reduction, and 
while at that reduced price the thing 
may still bring a big profit to the seller, 
the people feel that they are receiving 
great favors and feel grateful to the sell- 
er. Johnson offered to take up valuable 
street railroad franchises and give the 
people three-cent fares and he was at 
once looked on as a public benefactor, 
and the people were willing to give him 
anything. As a matter of fact, Johnson 
Was not doing anything very great for 


more than any one else. In spite of that, 
however, he is now being talked of for 
the highest office in the land, and for 
little or no other reason than he came 
before the public with a proposition to 
give them something for a less price than 
they had been giving for it.

“A great many of our local politicians 
have frequently cited the acts of Tom 
Johnson and what he has done in the 
street railroad business in regard to the 
Situation here and they have reasoned 
that if he could do it in the north that 
some one ought to do it here, but as yet 
none of the railroad magnates have 
stepped forward with the proposition in a 
permanent shape.

Columbus, Ga., Ledger: The name Clarence 
E. Walker, wrfttén in a clear, round, femf- 
nine hand, adorns the Rankin house register. 


It is a name that brings up many recollections 
of the early days of baseball in Columbus— 
days when Billy Bussey was the chantpion 
backstop and Albert Mason tossed the sphere 
with a speed that seemed almost incredible in

Baseball fever ran high, The Columbus ame- 
teurs defeated all comers, but some of the 
other cities began to play them rather too 
close to be comfortable. It was then that the 
first professional ball players were ever brought 
to Georgia—in the early eighties. There were 
two of them, a pitcher and a catcher, as 
they were called in those days, The catcher 
was Clarence E. Walker, of Louisville, Ky., 
» the gentleman now in the city. Being of good 
family and well connected in Louisville, Mr. 
Walker played ball under the name of Clar- 
ence Leslie. He was accompanied to the city 
by Gus Ruhl, rare old Gus, the’ greatest 
pitcher of his day. Poor fellow, he is dead 
now. After the arrival of Walker and Rubl, 
the Columbus Stars became famous. 
thing went down before them. Later, 
Miller and Hub Collins arrived to strengthen 
the team, other cities having secured profes- 
sional players, Hub played first base, A few 
seasons later he was famous as a national 
league player, In Atlanta he knocked the ball 
over the fencé® and came near being mobbed.

The roads interested in. the old union 
station were naturally gratified at the 
decision of the supreme court handed 
down yesterday morning, ruling that the 
board of health was wrong in tearing up 
the depot flooring. The members of the 
board of control have all along expressed 
themselves as confident that the supreme 
court would reverse the decision of the 
lower court. 

Cc. BE. Harman, general passenger agent 
of the Western and Atlantic, and a mem- 
ber of the depot board of control, said 


yesterday: " 

“I am pleased that the supreme court 
has established our rights in the depot. 

“The railroads have never sought to 
antagonize the city authorities. At the 
méeting of the board of control last 
Friday the chairman was authorized to 
ask for bids for the construction of a new 
floor in the depot, to cost from $8,000 to 
$10,000. Work will begin as soon as the 
bids are received and opened. 

“The new flooring will be made of wood 
with a concrete and crushed stone 
foundation. The present foundation will 
be cleaned out and four inches of crushed 
stone laid. On top of this concrete ties 
will be laid that will allow three or four 
inches of space between the flooring and 
the stone. The whole space under the 
flooring will be properly drained, so that 
it will be impossible for peols of water 
to form under the wooden flooring. 

The dépot has recently had an entirely 
new roof put over it at a cost of over 
$1,000. When the new flooring is put in it 
will be in as good a condition as it is pos- 
sible to put it in.”’

undertaking, ; 

The young men have a task before them, 
the solving the best crops to grow for profwt 
in Georgia, especially in middle Georgia. I 
hear the remark among them often that I 
must do something else as cotton won't’ pay. 
What will suit one man will not suit another, 
as every man has his taste or love for either 
cotton, grain, hay, stoc raising, ete., be- 
sides one farm is better adapted for one crop 
than another, 

To make a sticcegs of any business we must 
love it. Therefore, a man who loves stock 
should not take up fruit, and vice versa, The 
possibilities for dairying just now are great, for 
the demand for dairy products of every ie- 
scription are not half supplied in Georgia, 
Tennessee and other states being called . on 
to make up the deficiency, and even then the 
market is not supplied with products from the 
dairy. 

With a herd of Jerseys of forty cows from 
three to four thousand dollars’ worth of pro- 
duce can be sold from the herd, and manure, 
skim milk to calves, pigs and poltry should 
about pay all expenses, especially if the herd 
is registered. 

Dairying requires constant work and it will 
install into one business principles and habits 
which are lacking to a great extent by our 
farmers, Less labor is required, less time 
to go to town and the cross road stores, and 
the farmer knows better what he is doing as 
he can. cast. up sales and expenses each week.

The general hope is expressed by all 
those most deeply interested in the pub- 
Hic property fund case, the argument in 
which. will be heard by the supreme court 
teday, that that tribunal] will go further 
than did Judge John 8. Candler, and will 
decide what is considered the main issue 
in the case—that is, whether or not the 
staté treasurer has the rigbt under the 
cecnstitution and the law to use tempo- 
rarily any part or all of the public prop- 
erty fund for the pyrpose of paying the 
school teachers’ warrants. 

Governor Candler, in whose name the 
suit is brought against the treasurer, has 
urged this all along. He requested the 
attorney general as well as the attorneys 
for the other side to make every effort 
to get the whole question decided, be- 
cause, sooner or later, the necessity for 
such decision must be apparent. 

“It will be-a great pity,'’ said the gov- 
ernor yesterday, “if we cannot get the 
whole question decided. The decision of 
Judge Candler, while it makes provision 
for immediate necessities, will prove only 
a@ temporary expedient. I¢ simply post- 
pones the main question for a while long- 
er, because even with the $200,000 from 
the Northeastern railroad which he said 
could be used for the purpose of paying 
the teachers, we will not have enough 
by something like $50,000. If we can use 
the public property fund to make these 
payments we should know it at once; if 
not, we should know it so that provision 
can be.made to get the necessary funds 
to pay the teachérs’ warrants, 

“In the second place,’’ Governor Can- 
dler said, “should the supreme court sus- 
tain the decision of Judge Candler and 
go no further, it seems.to me there would 
be no question but that the legislature 
could appropriate the money derived from 
the sale of the Northeastern to any pur- 
pose it might see fit. Supp8se that should 
be done at the next session of the gén- 
eral ‘assembly,’ it is apparent ‘that the 
quéstion would have to be gone all over 
again. I sincerely trust that every: ques- 
tion involved in the case will be passed 
upon. It is most important that this 
should be done.”’ 

What Treasurer Park Says. 

State Treasurer R. E. Park is equally 
anxious that the supreme court pass 
upon the whole case. He doesn’t want 
to know simply what he can or cannot 
do with the fund from the Northeastern

At a meeting of the Federation of 
Trades -last night the strike was in- 
dorsed and the federation will extend all 
the aid possible to the strikers. A com- 
mittee, composed of Jerome Jones, Jerry 
Williams and Ed Sutton, was appointed 
‘by the federation to confer today with 
the proprietors of the Atlanta Machine 
Works, one of the concerns involved in 
the strike, with a view to effecting@a 
settlement of the trouble. It is likely 
‘that representatives of the other two 
manufactories involved—the iVan Winkle 
Gin and Machinery Works and the De- 
Loach Milling Company—will be asked to 
confer with the committee. 

A meeting of the strikers was also held 
last night and the progress of the strike 
discussed, but no definite action was 
taken in reference to it. This was the 
extent of the developments in the situa- 
tion yesterday. 

Neither of the three concerns which 
refused the demands of the machinists 
have yet signed the agreement. The ma- 
chinists appear very much gratified over 
the situation, not only in Atlanta, but 
throughout the country, and they are 
confident that ‘they will be victorious in 
yt effort to secure a nine-hour work 
ay. 


INJUNCTION WAS DISSOLVED. 


Temporary Restraining Order 
Against W. A. Petersin Land 
Dispute Dismissed Yesterday.

It will be seen, therefore, 
that the mere affirmation of Judge Can- 
dler’s decision would only be a postpone- 
ment of the real issue.”’ 

Attorney General Terrell and State 
School Commissioner Glenn are both 
anxious for a decision which will cover 
the whole question. They say such a 
decision: would be the best for all con- 
cerned, as it would settle the entire issue 
once and for all.

For the past few weeks 
Mr. Gilman has been on his ranch in 
South Dakota. | 

He announces that the contest over his 
half-brother’s millions hag about reached 
a settlement and expects that an &djust- 
ment and partition of the estate wiil be 
made in the next few weeks. In a few 
days he will return to New York to take 
part in the final settlement which is ex- 
pected to be made. 

The heirs, and there are not a few. it 
seems, have about concludeg not to make 
a fight over the estate, but are willing to 
have it divided into shares. Some want 
it divided into seven shares, while Mr. 
Gilman afid his younger brother contend 
that it ehould be nine shares. 

In the event of a sqttlement and parti- 
tion Mr. Gilman’s part will amount to 
between $300,000 and more than half a 
million. It all depends on the way in 
which the estate is divided. George Gil- 
man left property, principally real estate, 
in New York and Connecticut, estimated 
to be worth about $1,000,000, ready money 
and sums realized from the sale of horses 
and other effects, about $250,000, and inter 
est in the Great Atlantic and Pacific 
Tea Company and the Great American 
Tea Company, about $4,000,000, making a 
total of $5,250,000. 

Henry E. Knox, counsel for George A. 
Hartford, who was the dead millionaire’s 
agent in the tea business, it seems, says

that Mr. Hartford was given a half in- 
terest in the business before Mr. Gilman 
died. It is understood that Mrs. Blakeiy 
Hall, the handsome young woman who 
says the eccentric millionaire adopted 
her, corroborates this statement. In that 
case, if Hartford gets half of the interest 
in the tea business, the estate which will 
be divided among the heirs will be di- 
minished by $2,000,000.

In an interview with a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday Mr. Gil- 
man. stated that he was perfectly willing 
that Mrs. Hall should have something 
from the estate. She will probably get 
$50,000,,he says. Mrs. Hall took the po- 
sition that as the adopted daughter of 
the dead millionaire she was entitled to

“I met Mrs. Hall once,”’ said Mr. Gil- 
man, ‘“‘and I found her to be an exceed- 
ingly charming lady.

Any 
woman who would put up with the ec- 
centricities of my half brother for five 
years should certainly receive something 
in return.’’

‘The exact amount of the estate left 
by my half-brother would be hard to es- 
timate,”” said Mr. Gilman yesterday at 
hig home in West End. ‘Several large 
sums of money and valuable property 
turned up while I was in New York, the 
earnest search of those tnterested in the 
case bringing to light invgstments and 
deposits that were not known to exist. 

“It may be said. however, that the pub- 
lished accounts of the amount of the es- 
tate are greatly exaggerated. Nearty all 
of the members of the Gilman family 
who are heirs employed lawyers t) rep- 
resent them. I did not. It is true that 
at first it was expected that a fight wouid 
be made over the estate. but I talked 
with all of the claimants but one, and 
it was practically agreed that an‘ anfica- 
ble settlement was best. 

“In that way the bulk of the property 
would remain intact, while if litigation 
should ensue the fight would undoubted- 
ly have continued for years and attorney 
fees and court costs wouid have eaten 
into the estate so that when a final set- 
tlement was reached there would be but 
little to divide. I left New York confi- 
dent that a settlement to the ‘hest in- 
terests of every one concerned would be 
be effected. 

“Several weeks ago I went to my ranch 
tin South Dakota to arrange a sale of 
horses. I have been looking after in- 
terests in the west in the meantime and 
only returned home today. I expect to 
leave for New York within the next day 
or so, and the setffement of the estate 
may take place after I reach the north.” 

Mr. Gilman is a distinguished looking 
man. He is rather tall, ‘but well knit and 
has a commanding appearance. His hair 
is a trifle long and inclined to curl. It 
is tinged with gray. The heavy beard 
which at one time graced the lower, part 
of hits face is missing. A slight mous- 
tache, curled tightly at the ends, adorns 
his lip. His eyes, while piercing, are 
kindly in expression and inc.ined to twin- 
kie at all times. His clean-cut mouth 
denotes strength of character. 

The interior of the Gilman home at 
No. 5 Hammond street, in West End, is 
a reflection of its owner's life. The walls 
of the reception hall are decorated with 
guns and trophies of the chase. Mr, 
Gilman spent his boyhood in the far west 
and is a hunter of renown. He still has 
large interests in South Dakota.

The heavy rain felt in Atlanta at the 
beginning of this week have moved up 
the coast and continued, especially in 
North and South Carolina. Spartanburg 
had a rainfall of 4.80 inches in the twen- 
ty-four hours ending yesterday morning 
at 7 o'clock. 

The hard storm of Sunday and Mon- 
day brought the average rainfall fur the 
month up above the normal, and was a 
great benefit to the crops, especially the 
seeds which had been kept back from 
sprouting on account of the hardness of 
the dry ground.

Reports from various parts of the state 
complain of the peaches falling off the 
trees. This ig due to the cold snap in 
April, when the young fruit got chilled, 
which is said to produce the present dis- 
tressing condition. Fruit growérs, espe- 
cially in Newton, Elbert and Montgom- 
ery counties, apprehend some injury to 
the peach crap unless the present symp- 
toms cease. In many sections apples are 
scarce, but the wheat crop, which is 
nearly ready to harvest, is reported to be 
the best in years. : 

The month so far has been warmer 
than May of last year, with indications 
for continued fair weather. Last June 
broke records for twenty-five years by 
not having a single clear day. 

Today is forecasted fair, warmer and 
sunshiny.

BOARD OF HEALTH 
WITHOUT POWER 


Has No Right To Abate Alleged 
Union Depot Nuisance, 


POWER IN RECORDER'S COURT 


Supreme Court Reverses Judge 
Lumpkin, Holding That Notice 
Must Be Given in Such 
Cases, and That Police 
Court Can Act.

The board of health must take other 
Steps if it wishes to abate the alleged 
nuisance existing in the old floor of the 
union passenger depot. 

The supreme court yesterday reversed 
the decision of Judge Lumpkin in refus- 
ing the injunction asked for by the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad and others, and 
stated that the injunction against the 
board of health should have been granted. 

The supreme court lays down two prop- 
ositions in rendering this decision. It 
holds. in the first place, that no authority 
In which the power to abate a public 
nuisance may be vested has the right to 
take such action without first giving due 
notice to the parties interested and giv- 
ing them a chance to be heard on the sub- 
ject, unless such public nuisance be ex- 
pressly declared so by law. or jis, in-itself, 
a nuisance. In the second place, the court 
holds that the only authority in Atlanta 
in which the right to abate a public 
nuisance, except such nuisances as are 
here indicated, is vested in the recorder’s 
court. 

The Opinion by Justice Little. 

The supreme court, In the opinion ren- 
dered by Justice Little, holds that neither 
the municipal, authorities of any city in 
thig state nor any department of a citv 
government has the legal right summari- 
ly to abate a nuisance without first hav- 
ing given reasonable notice to the person 
maintaining the thing, or dotng the acts 


| the recorder’s court. This change, it ap- 
ears, Was made at the instance of At- 
anta, it being brought about through the 
efforts of Representative King, of Ful- 
ton. In opposition to the view here taken 
that the power to abate nuisances rests 
in the recorder’s court, it was contended 
that the act of 1892 did not operate to re- 

al the provisions of Atlanta’s charter, 
ut the supreme court takes the opposite 
view, holding that there may be repeal 
by implication under certain well defined 
rules. It is considered that it was the 
intention of the general assembly in this 
case to repeal the other laws relating 
to the abatement of nuisances in At- 
lanta. 

In conclusion the court says: 


Board Without Authority. 

“It must, therefore, be held as a matter 
of law that the power? to abate nuisances 
of the kind in question is vested in the 
recorder’s court of the city of Atianta, 


state owns.the property does not enter 
into the question, because the action faken 
was primarily against the lessees. 

The court then goes into a discussion of 
the amendment to Atlanta’s charter and 
the city ordinances relating to the board 
of health and its power and authority to 
abate nuisances. The power given to 
abate nuisances fs “summary,” but the 
court holds this not to mean that it can 
be done without due and proper notice. 

After discussing several decisions re- 
lating to public nuisances, the supreme 
court asserts that the old floor of the 
union depot was not such a nuisance as 
could be abated by the city authorities or 
by a particular department of the city 
government, such as the board of health, 
without due notice having first been given 
and the case passed upon by the proper 
tribunal.

Closing of Coss Tomn Passage 
To Take Place in June, . 


VIADUCT WORK PROGRESSING 


The New Bridge, with the Sky Scra- 
pers To Go Up in the Vicinity, 
Will Change the Appear- 
ance of the City’s 
Center. 


The official closing of the crosstown pas- 
sage at the site of the Whitehall street 
viaduct will not take place for four weeks 
yet. ; 

This announcement, which has not pre- 
viously been made, is a matter of great 
moment to the merchants who occupied 
buildings now being torn down, as well 
as to the public generally. 

The viaduct is now well under way. A 
big sign on the Whitehall street side 
stretched across the street between the 
railroad and Alabama street announces 
that ‘‘work on the viaduct has really be- 
gun.”” The sidewalks on the-east side 
of Whitehall and Peachtree are closed 
now along the viaduct way, but this is 
only for the purpose of tearing down the 
old buildings. 

A stranger in town accustomed to visit 
fruit stands, florists or haberdashers on 
Peachtree street and Whitehall at the 
site of the new structure is now at a 
loss where to go to lay in such sup- 
plies. , 

The natural tendency now is to con- 
tinue up to the Whitehall merchants. 
After the closing of this way, however, 
traffic will be diverted around by Broad 
and Forsyth and Pryor and Loyd, bring- 
ing Alabama street into unusual promi- 
nence between these points. 

This crosstown thoroughfare will be 
entirely closed until the new structure is 
finished, which will be October 1st. Steel 
work for the north approach will be 
shipped this week, that for the south 
approach following the week after. All 
materials are riveted and ready. for im- 
mediate use.-.Erection will commence as 
soon as the materials can be unloaded. 

The viaduct will extend from Marietta 
to Alabama streets making a _ slight 
arch over the railroad tracks. The grad- 
ual elevation of the structure will be 
about equal to the present depression 
in the street grade. A single span of 
ninety feet -will cover the tracks at a 
height of nineteen feet above them. At 
each entrance to this span there will be 
two large ornamental electric lamp lights. 
A stairway six and a half feet wide will 
lead down to Wall street from the Peach- 
tree side, a flight of thirty-six steps. The 
rest of the structure will be made by 
thirty-foot spans, supported by steel gir- 
ders resting on large granite blocks which 
are on a foundation of concrete. 

Double car tracks will run across the 
viaduct, connecting the Rapid Transit 
lines at these points. Vitrified brick laid 
on a solid floor of concrete which rests 
upon steel plates will be the surface 
paving for traffic A ten-foot sidewalk 
of hexagon tiles will extend the full 
length of the structure on both the outer 
sides next a railing. 

The approaches will be of such grad- 
ual rise as to show no-difference at first 
from the rest of the street. There will 
be no subway for traffic underneath as 
at the Forsyth street bridge. 

A strip of illuminated tiling three feet 
wide will throw light by means of prisms 
into the basement floors of the new buila- 
ings which are to be built along the 
viaduct. 

On the northeast corner of Alabama and 
Whitehall streets the new twelve-story 


Century builcing will be erected, in 


then be located. North of that, fronting 
the railroad, another large building, the 
Central bank block, will be put up. The 
new Peters block, eight stories above the 
street and one below the viaduct on the 
railroad, will replace the old building at 
Peachtree and Wall streets which is now 
being torn down. The Eisman building 
will be another handsome structure. 

A new entrance will be cut through the 
Norcross building to the viaduct side, 
giving a double entrance. 

The erection of these new buildings will 
continue simultaneously with the viaduct 
work, though it will be a year yet be- 
fore that section of the city will be finally 
completed. When these several modern 
structures are at Jast done and the via- 
duct joins them with a handsome hi~h- 
way, the two blocks between Marietta 
and Alabama streets will present a vast- 
ly different appearance. No part of At- 
lanta will be as imposing and metrope@li- 
tan in appearance. 

The viaduct will be an important fac- 
tor in commercial development, joining 
the north side and the south side into 
more compact relationship nd doing 
away with the dangerous and unsightly 
intersection heretofore made by the rail- 
road tracks. Trains will continue to run 
as usual during the entire construction. 


HARRIS AWARDED $69.50.

Water Beard Arranges for Liability 
Insurance. 


City Safe.from Suits by Employees 
- on the Public Works. 


DEPARTMENT TO BUILD MEN HOUSES 


Instead of Paving the Rent for Cer- 
tain Employees, They Will Be 
Provided with Dwellings. 


The board of water commissioners, 
during the meeting yesterday afternoon, 
made arrangements whereby the em- 
ployees of the waterworks department 
and the public in. general will be amply 
protected from accidents resulting from 
the laying of the new water pipes pro- 
vided for by the issue of the bonds 

The board decided to take out liability 
insurance for one year. Two policies 
will be secured in the Maryland Casualty 
Company—one of the policies will pro- 
tect employees and the other protects 
the public. The premiums for one year 
on these policies aggregate $572, the 
board taking advantage of an offer of 
the company before the 50 per cent raise 
in premiums was agreed upon all over 
the country. 

Aaron Haas, representing the Maryland 
company, appeared before the board and 
explained in detail the protection afforded 
by policies of this character. The fig- 
ures he quoted were based upon a pay- 
roll of $20,000. The company in case 
of an accident and claim for damages, 
will take complete charge of the matter, 
unless the water board should desire to 
have the city attorney assist. 

The members of the board agreed that 
arrangements for this kind of protection 
to the city should be made, and on mo- 
tion of Commissioner Litt Bloodworth, 
Jr., the offer of the Casualty company 
was accepted. The two policies will date 
from May 9th, the day that the rates 
were increased by companies doing bus- 
iness of this character in the United 
States. | 

House for Employees. 

A communication from Engineer J. B. 
Travis contained tHe information that 
Henry Kelly, one of the filter men at 
pumping station No. 2, was paying his 
own house rent, while the board provided 
houses for Messrs. Warren and Willing- 
ham, who were .also employed at the sta- 
tion. The board, it seems, pays $% a’ 
month for house rent in each case, and 
it was decided to pay Mr. Kelly’s house 
rent until a house could be built: for his 
occupancy. 

About three houses are to be built, and 
Superintendent Woodward was requested 
to secure estimates for these dwellings, 
to be presented to the board at its next 
meeting. 

Applications from experts to test the 
pipe before it left the Birmingham works 
was referred to the finance committee of 
the board for consideration, while the 
matter of securing bids from transfer 
companies to haul the pipe after it was 
received in Atlanta, was referred to the 
pipe committee with power to act. 

Colone] Woodward reported that it 
might be well to formulate a set of rules 
to govern visitors to the pumping sta- 
tion, but the board decided to leave this 
matter entirely with the superintendent. 
A large number of people, it appears, 
visit the pumping station, ‘and these 
rules will be made more for their pro- 
tection than anything else. 


Wagon for Hydrant Inspector. 


George T. Latimer, city hydrant in- 
spector, appeared before the board to ask 
that he be nrovided with a new wagon. 
He stated that he had had his present 
vehicle for three years, and it was prac- 
tically beyond repairing. His salary is 
paid jointly by the water board and the 
fire department. 

Before it is decided in what quantities 
the various sizes of new pipe will be 
needed, the citizens’ committee and Fire 
Chief R. Joyner will be requested 
to meet with the pipe committee and 
other members of the board to discuss the 
matter thoroughly.

Looking for His Return Today. 
The Accident Was Not 
Seen — Coroner Will 
‘Hold Inquest. 


The dead body of George Porter, a rail- 
road man, was found on the tracks in the 
Georgia railroad yards last night at 9:3) 
o'clock. He had been crushed to death 
between two cars, but no one saw the 
accident. A few moments before the 
lifeless body was discovered he was at 
work coupling cars, 

On last Sunday morning Porter was 
married in Macon. where his family lives, 
and two days ago he left the side of his 
yo@ng bride toicome (to Atlanta to work. 
The young bride in Macon. was looking 
for the return of her husband today and 
he will be ‘carried back to her a corpse. 

Porter wgnt to work early yesterday 
evening and about 9 o’clock he was talk- 
ing to a group of.men in the yard. The 
last seen of him alive he was walking 
down the track in the direction of a train 
which was being made up for Augusta. 

At 9:30 o'clock the yard conductor 
missed Porter and began to make inqul> 
ries for him. Failing to find him and 
meeting no one who had lately seen the 
missing switchman, he took a lantern 
and walked down the tracks. When 
near Moore street crossing he came upon 
the lifeless body of the man he was seek- 
ing. 

Porter had not been run over by a 
train. His chest was crushed and it is 
believed he attempted to pass between 
two cars just as an engine bd@cked against 
one portion of the train and he was 
caught between the cars and crushed to 
death. 

The coroner was notified and he had 
the body removed by an undertaker. An 
inquest will be held this morning. 

Porter was twenty-three years of age 
and a son of a railroad passenger con- 
ductor who runs between Macon and 
Brunswick on the Southern. His place of 
boarding in Atlanta was at No. 32 Moore 
street. His home is in Macon, 

The body will be taken to Macon for 
interment. 

Telegrams to Macon last night notified 
the young man’s relatives of the fatal 
accident.
